Washington, Nov. 12—The Isthmian 


Canal commission met today for its 
final sessions, to complete the findings 
of the commission and report a route 
for an interoceanio canal by way of 
the isthmus. 


Among officials IMs generally believ- 


ed the commission -will name the Ni- 
caragua route as the best for -the 
United States and will eliminate the 
Panama route as impracticable., owing 
to the inability or indisposition of the 
Panama company to make an offer to 
transfer its property to this govern- 
ment. 


Sentiment in congress is overwhelm- 


ingly in favor of the Nicaragua route. 
Senators Cullom, Lodge, Morgan and 
all members of that body who have 
called on the president declare the 
Panama route cannot be considered, 
and that congress must pass a bill to 
build the Nicaragua 
canal. In the 


house the feeling is practically unani- 
mous in favor of the same project. 


It is probable that the sessions of 


the canal commission will last several 
days. 


There will be some difference be- 


tween the final and the preliminary es- 
timates of the Commission as to the 
respective cost of the Nicaragua and 
Panama routes. The preliminary re- 
port, made public last December, 
placed the cost cf the Panama canal 
at $146,000,000 and that of the Nicar- 
agua canal at $2,000,0*00. In both in- 
stances these figures will be changed 
a few millions. 
The commissioners 


think the final surveys of the Nicar- 
agua route make i^ appear much bet- 
ter than they thought when they 
signed the preliminary report.

perintendent H. S. Tarbe* of Provi- 
dence, Superintendent I* P. Nash of 
Holyoke, and Principal F. F. Murdoek 
of the local normal school. 


This committee will report 'on 
the 


-Present status of geography, and 
how it should be taught," and It will 
be decidely up to date,. The report 
makes a strong plea for the objective 
teaching "of geography in lower grades. 
It condemns the unintelligent routine 
that has been followed so often in the 
past 
The relation of geography to 


history and literature have been stud- 
led in full and are clearly defined. 


The most suggestive feature of the 


report is its philosophical study of the 
nature of the child in his vailous 
stages of development, and the 
at- 


tempt to adapt material methods to 
the needs of the child himself. There 
is an imperious demand for text books 
In geography, which are made in ac- 
ctordance to the rational view of the 
characteristics of the child and of the 
subject as a means of culture.

BACKACHE. 


One of tie Moit Panling Of Dl«or- 


der« to Account For. 


Pain in the back is one of the common- 


est of the ills afflicting humanity, abd at 
the same time it is often one of the most 
difficult to relieve and the most puzzling 
to trace to its origin. It is a symptom of 
many acute diseases, such as spinal men- 
ingitis, smallpox, malaria, influenza, and 
BO forth, but in such cases it is of short 
duration, and its cause is usually evident. 


The backache of gallstone, renal colic 


or simple stomach ache is also an acute 
affair and disappears rapidly when tho 
gallstone or kidney stone is passed or th<* 
flatulence relieved. 


It is different, however, with the chron- 


ic form, which so often defies all the fekill 
and ingenuity of the physician and ex- 
hausts the patience of the sufferer with 
its persistence and wearying, boring. 
wrenching pain. 


The conditions which may produce this 


chronic backache are so numerous that n 
mere catalogue of them would fill tho 
space allotted to this article, and we can 
refer only to the most frequent of them. 


The pain may be due to disease in the 


•pine itself, in the spinal cord, in the 
back muscles or in the abdominal cavity. 
Pott's disease of the spine (hunchback) 
and cancer of the vertebrae are the most 
usual affections of the spine causing 
backache. 


Any affection of the spinal cord may 


find its expression in backache, but the 
one most commonly responsible is perlo- 
comotor ataxia. When of muscular ori- 
gin, pain in the back is known as lumbago, 
a disease which is generally regarded as 
rheumatic affection of the back muscles. 


The discovery of the source of the pain 


in these local affections of the bone, mus- 
cle or nervous tissue is usually not diffi- 
cult, but the problem is more intricate 
when the pain is merely a reflex of some 
internal disorder. Often the physician 
must interrogate each internal organ in 
turn before he can locate the starting 
point of his patient's suffering. 


It is always well for the sufferer from 


a persistent backache to consult a physi- 
sian.—Youth's Companion.

A ball on the east side is a serious af- 


fair, especially to the floor committee. It 
is their annual appearance in full evening 
dress, and the occasion is a grave, even a 
trying, one. Besides, they have large and 
ornate badges of office to wear. 


At 10 o'clock in the evening the ball- 


room presents itself a wide, shiny space 
hedged with gaping chairs, the balconies 
which look upon it dressed with greens, 
paper sunbursts and flags, with probably 
a crayon portrait of the founder or, pa- 
tron of the association beaming its 
length from a bower of smilax. On a 
platform at one end is a cluster of music 
stands and perhaps a fat man or two 
tentatively extracting tones from a 'cello 
or French horn. In the rear of the chair 
rows on one side tables closely arranged 
extend into dimness, a patch of them in 
strong light form an alcove which in- 
closes a bar without end. Glasses are 
being noisily stacked upon it. 


Singly, by twos and in groups the 


guests of the ball arrive. A tall girl in a 
dress too short before appears on the 
edge of the floor, gazes shyly around and 
then vanishes. Three youths in black 
"Cutaway coats" and white satin cravats, 
with flat, wet hair, parade past the 
chairs. One of them pushes another 
abruptly against a pillar. 
* 


"What's the matter wit* you?" de- 


mands the victim querulously, and then 
the three seat themselves at a table and 
make fun of a waiter. Girls of all ages 
in coveys drift down the alley behind the 
chairs. Their costumes are striking and 
collectively a discord in color. A stout 
woman puffs along towing a pair of curi- 
ous youngsters and followed by dutiful 
daughters. She reaches one of the tables 
and there goes into camp, issuing rations 
of pretzels and a single glass of beer. A 
steady stream flows through the door and 
is dammed up at the edge of the floor, 
which appears to be forbidden ground. 
Slowly they, trickle off in pairs down the 
Bides of the room, and dots and dashes of 
people close up the chair line. Floor com- 
mitteemen appear, all hurrying, with pale, 
anxious faces. A slow waltz starts, beard 
fcintly at first, then loud and persuasive. 
A couple begin to twirl in a corner; two 
braver spin into the center of the floor; 
others join them. Soon the room is twirl- 
ing, and the ball is begun. 


The waltz on the east side is unique. It 


consists mainly in spinning around in one 
spot, and progress is slow. Sometimes a 
curious lope is introduced to the waits 
measure to facilitate change of spinning 
ground, and occasionally there appear a 
couple who can go all round the room in 
a succession of v.'hu-ls. But this is not the 
orthodox way. The whole movement on 
the floor is rotary. There is no blending 
of motion, and the impression is that of a 
multitude of horizontal windmills all go- 
ing at the same time. 


When the waltz ceases, the dancers 


move in a solid mass toward the tables. 
Frothing beer glasses coat the bar. and 
there is a flying of white coated waiters. 
Two or three more dance tunes are' 
played, and then begins a significant 
gathering.of the committeemen at the end 
of the room. They are mingling with a 
group of women gowned gorgeously in 
white and colors, while around them col- 
lects a watchful crowd. Gradually the 
group which is the center of attention 
fornjs into a huddled line of couples, and 
the man in the front rank looks back of- 
ten. Then with a crash the band launch- 
es into a march, the line steps out sedate- 
ly, uncoiling from the crowd, and the 
"grand march" is on. This is a very seri- 
ous ceremony and is performed with reli- 
gious care to the conclusion of the last 
evolution. 


When the march is over, there is some- 


times a speech by the president of the 
association heard by a respectful ring, 
but ignored by the crowd, which is now 
jostling, running and swarming over the 
floor and about the tables. Girjs gather 
and giggle by the pillars and are teased 
by the boys, who push about in noisy 
companies. Children race and sprawl. 
Stout mothers banked against the wallc 
alternately laugh and fret over defiance 
of their authority. Everywhere is the 
waiter with dripping beer glasses ringed 
about his fists. In the barroom there is a 
continuous stag reception. A couple of 
stout politicians with flushed faces are 
holding a levee, and young men with po- 
litical aspirations surround them, buy 
beer for them and listen respectfully to 
their utterances. Smoking is permitted 
everywhere, and by midnight the lights 
are mere luminous bails in the haze. 


The ball is still gayly going forward at 


8 o'clock, but by 4 only a few couples are 
appearing on the floor, though many are 
still seated at the tables. The floor com- 
mittee, with their badges folded away in 
their pockets and their shirt fronts soiled 
and broken, have stolen away at an hour 
becoming to their dignity. Some of the 
lights go out, and the waiters bring fresh 
rounds of beer reluctantly. The band has 
packed up its instruments and is now 
lined along the bar resting from its la- 
be rs. A popular song is started, and the 
chorus is vigorous. A second song re- 
ceives less ardent support. An unsteady 
youth attempts a Cakewalk on the floor. 
Then a large man with a forbidding coun- 
tenance orders all the lights out, and the 
ball is over.—New York Post.

Consider *d by the President to Be as 


legitimate as Combinations of LA- 
bor as Long »s They Deal Fairly 
and Above Board With the Public 
»- 


Washington, Nov. 
12.— Thfre Is no 


? ground for the sensational talk about a 


split in the cabinet o?er the question 
bow tbe president shall treat the trust 
problem in this message. There is nothr 
ing over which a split can occur. Long 
ago the president had very well settled 
in his mind what he wished to sny about 
the trusts and it had narrowed down to 
the idea that if there were any sure 
way in which they could be reached and 
compelled to give publicity to the r nf,- 
fnirs, that should be accorapl'shrd. 
The president hns no iasanp horror at 
the idea, of combinations of capital, any 
more than of combinations of labor. 
All he demands in either case is that 
*he combinations shall deal fairly and 
above board with the public, and that 
those who ivill not do so voluntarily 
should be compelled to do so if there is 
any channel through which the law can 
reach them. At that point tbe govern- 
ment's interest in the trust problem 
seems to cease, and the economic forces 
and unwritten laws of trade are PI- 
pected to f-ouie into play. 


In his message to the New York legis- 


lature in January, 1900, Governor 
Roosevelt said: 


"That abuses exist and thnt they are 


of a very grave character it is worse 
than idle to dray. Just so long as in 
the business world unscrupulous cun- 
ning is allowed the free rein which, 
thanks to the growth of humanity dur- 
ing the past centuries, we now deny to 
unscrupulous physical force, then ,1u«t 
so long there will be R field for the best 
effort of every honest 
social 
and 


civic reformer who is capable of feel- 
ing an impulse of generous indigEation 
and who is farsighted enough to appre- 
ciate where the real danger to the 
country lies. The 
effects 
are bad 


enough when the unscrupulous in- 
dividual works by himself. They are 
worse when he works in conjunction 
with his fellows Ihi-ough a glnnt cor- 
poration or trust. 


"The first essential is knowle-ltra ef 


the farts— publicity. Much can l*e done 
at once by amendment of the corpora- 
tion laws so as to provide for such pub- 
licity as will not work injustice as be- 
tween rivals. 


"The chief abuses alleged to arise 


from trusts are probably the fcl'owing 
Misrepresentation or concealment re- 
garding material facts connected with 
the organization of an enterprise; the 
evils connected with unscrupulous pro- 
motion; overcapitalization.: unfair com- 
petition, resulting in crushing out of 
competitors who themselves do not act 
Improperly; raising of prices above fair 
competitive rates; the wielding of in- 
creased power over the wage earners. 


"Of course, none of the^e abuses »iay 


exist in a particular trust, but in many 
trusts, as well as in maiiy corporations 
not ordinarily called trusts, one or more 
of them are evMeEt. Some of these evils 
could 'be partially remedied by a mod- 
ification of our corporation laws. Here 
we can safely go along the lines of the 
more conservative New England states, 
and probably not a little further. Such 
laws will themselves provide the needed 
publicity and the needed circumstan- 
tiality of stateraent. We should know 
authoritatively whether stock repre- 
sents the actual value of plants, or 
whether it represents brands or good 
will: or if not, what it does represent, if 
anything. It s desirable to know how 
much was actually bought, how much 
was issued free, and to whom, and, if 
possible, for what reason."

UCKY AND UNLUCKY FALLS. 


DlBfance 1m Often lies* Important 


Than the W«y ot Alighting. 


"There is something rather curious to 


me about the distances'that men may fall 
without getting hurt,'*,; observed n. New 
Orleans contractor, '"b^t it i& not always 
the case that ft drunken matfean fall far- 
ther than other men without getting 
bruised up or killed. In my own experi- 
ence in construction work I have observ- 
ed a few instances where perfectly sober 
men have fallen great distances without 
getting hurt. Of course, as a general 
thing, a man whose muscles are thor- 
oughly relaxed on account of the influ- 
ence of liquor is less liable to injury than 
the sober man. who will make all kinda 
o£ efforts to catch hipself and who will 
in this way endanger his limbs by mak- 
ing them rigid ar.d stiff. 


"But I' recall the case of a man who 


was working on a building with me sev- 
eral years ago, and it the time he was 
engaged on the fifth story. He was work- 
ing in one of the windows in the side of 
the building. In some way he lost hia 
balance and went head over heels down 
the side of the building toward the side- 
walk. The sight made me sick, and I was 
actually afraid to look on the sidewalk 
below, because I felt certain that my 
friend had been mashed into pulp by tho 
long fall. We got down to the ground as 
BOOE as possible. I was eurprised when I 
failed to see my friend. 


"He had not stopped on the sidewalk, 


but went crashing into the cellar, and you 
can imagine the surprise I felt when I 
met my fviend with a smile on hia face 
and making his way to the short, dummy 
steps that led up out of the cellar. I 
asked him if he was not hurt, and he re- 
plied that the fall jolted him a little and 
that his blood chilled somewhat while he 
was going through the air, but he was 
not hurt. He had struck an iron gate 
that worked rather easily on its binges, 
and this apparatus allowed him to slide 
with ease into the basement, and it was 
this simple device that saved his life. Q$ 
was perfectly sober at the time too. 


"But now mark what happened to an- 


other friend of mine while he was under 
the influence of whisky. He was not 
drunk, but he was in that condition 
called comfortably full. He was walking 
along a sidewalk that was as smooth and 
as even as any I ever saw. For some un- 
accountable reason he fell. His head hit 
first, and it struck in such a way that it 
threrv him over on his back. The tarn 
was sudden, spasmodic, and seemed to 
have been caused by a muscular relaxa- 
tion. He never regained consciousness. 
His skull was fractured badly, and he 
died in a few hours. These things go to 
Bhow that it is not so much a question *f 
how far a man falls. How a fellow hits 
seems to be far more important than the 
matter of distance."—New Orleans Times-

Home as His Own 


PROBABILITY OF A MUBDUB 


Rere»!ed la Hia Story of a Plan to 


Defraud an Insurance Company Oat 
of $4000—sharp Kecruiting Officer 
at Louisville 31*de Discovery 


Louisville, N'ov. 12.—Newell C. Eath- 


bun, who was supposed to have died in 
a Jeffersonville, Ind., hotel last Thurs- 
day, was arrested in Louisville yester- 
day. According to him, the corpse 
which was shipped to Littlo Rock for 
burial as his body, was the body of W. 
L. Ten Eyke. 


The police say Rathbun has confessed 


to desertion from the United States 
army and to having formed a plan to 
fraudulently collect $4000 insurance In 
his life, but that he denies having killed 
the man wno died in the Jeffersonvill* 
hotel. 


Rathbun was arrested at the United 


States recruiting station in Louisville. 
Ho is held as a fugitive from justice. 
The arrest was made on 
information 


from Sergeant Skinner of the recruit- 
ing station. Rathbun, it is alleged, pn- 
listed under the name of "Lou Root, 
Detroit." Sergeant Skinner had read 
the story of the Jeffersonville case and 
circumstances connected with the new 
recruit aroused his suspicions. One of 
these was the fuct that the man had 
on a government suit of underwear. 
Another circumstance was his knowl- 
edge of array affairs about Littlii Roclf. 
He passed the examination and en- 
listed Saturday. 


At the detective's office Hathbun was 


put through the sweating process and 
under pressure made the following 
statement, according to his inquisitors: 


"My name is Newell C. Bathbun and 


my home is in Little Rock, Ark. Sev- 
fcral months ago I deserted from 
the 


army post at Plattsbiirg, N. Y., in com- 
pany with another recruit by the name 
of W. H. Ellis. I soon lost sight of 
him, and went to Little Rock. There I 
was married, and afterwards took out 
the insurance policies. 


"I came to Louisville about 10 days 


ago and formed a plan to make the in- 
surance company think I was dead so 
that T could collect the insurance. I fell 
Ip with a man, who said his name was 
W. L. Tsu Eyke, in front of the Salva- 
tion army headuarters in Louisville and 
told him of my plan and he agreed to 
help me. Our plan was to obtain a 
corpse from some place, put it in a hotel 
in Jeffersonvillc, and then set In io the 
hotel. 


"While we were in Jeffersonvllle we 


took a number of drinks and Ten Eyke 
got drunk. I think his death was 
caused by drinking. I put the letters 
addressed to me in his pocket and left. 
I did not kill him. I then came to Louis- 
ville and went to the recruiting office 
and enlisted. My real borne is in De- 
troit." 
v 


The police are trying to establish the 


Identity of the dead man. One of their 
theories is that he was a tramp that 
Rahtbun had fallen in with. The police 
have telegraphed to the Little Reck 
authorities to hold the corpse. A gold 
watch, bearfteg the name of "W. H. 
Ellis," was found on Rathbun. He re- 
fuses to say where he got it. The po- 
lice say the handwriting of "Lou Root," 
the recruit, was very similar to the sig- 
nature "W. L. Ten Eyke" on the Jef- 
ferson hotel register. Coroner Coot of 
Jeffersonville states that he examined 
the stomach of the dead man and 
found traces ef enough laudanum to bill 
two men. 


Rathbun explained in an Interv'e«" 


that at Plattsburg barracks, N. Y., the 
corporal fixed up a plan to collect the 
$4000 insurance. He says the plan was 
"t« slip a stiff into some hotel, then set 
fire to the building after having left 
letters and papers of mine in the pockets 
of the stiff's clothes. Of course when 
the hotel burned We expected the stiff 
to be burned up too, or at least so 
scorched that ne one could recognize 
htm.'*

THE CEMETERY AT MALACCA. 


Where Panang Malar* Sleep Well 


"Afte* Life'a Fitful Fever." 


The Makam is that vast native ceme- 


tery in which it is the desire of every P»- 
nang Malay to find his last resting place. 
It covers many acres of ground, and the 
little nesan, or headstones, rise every- 
where through the rank jprowths that 
cover the fruitful soil. A few trees stand 
bore and there—trees with thick, fat 
leaves, soft and flabby to the touch, of 
the kind called "spoons" by the Malays 
because their shape is not unlike that of 
ft flat rice ladle. 


Occasionally the grave of a rajah, a nc 


ble or a man of wealth is marked by .1 
headstone upon which some pious worC; 
of Arabic invocation have been rudelr 
carved, some others arc squared wughly. 
but for the roost part the graves have no 
other ornament than a round piece c< 
water worn granite protruding only a few 
inches above the surface of the ground 01 
a. rudely carved wooden peg leaning crn 
«ily to one side. Two or three of th< 
graves have tumble down erections buili 
ever them by the piety of the surviving 
relatives of him who lies beneath. Theii 
devotion, however, has not been equal tc 
the task of keeping their work in repair 
and the decaying uprights and cros"; 
pieces have the appearance of a pile o 
spelicans. 


Traces mayxbe noted in other parts ti- 


the cemetery of spasmodic attempts t< 
fence in some of the graves, but thcsi 
have long been abandoned as Utopian 
On one rajah's grave may be seen a hug< 
iron four posted bedstead which oriental 
wisdom, doubtless after long and anxiouf 
discussion, has at length devoted to what 
its owner conceived was the end for 
which it was originally fashioned. Budc 
huts rise here and there among the 
graves, with the frassea and creepers 
clinging about their knees, and these are 
built b» the desire of the dead who have 
left money behind them for the purpose 
to accommodate the priests and holy men 
who come to cbnnt verses of the Koran 
during the quiet nighttime that the lonli 
ot the departed may rest in peace. 


All the graves, from those of the king! 


who ruled the land to those of the peas- 
ants who tilled the soil, are nameless, 
and thus when a man has laid beneath 
the «od for a year or two even those of 
bis kindred who held him most dear are 
unable to say with certainty where their 
brother liea buried.—Nat'-jrJ* Jtari'W. 


A JUDICIAL TORNADO 


IT SETTLED THE OWNERSHIP OF A 


DISPUTED LAND CLAV

Farther Interest IB ta* *•»«*•* 
Section After the Blow Wa» Over. 
A Swdften Change of Venae. 
"Back in the early summer of 1893 two 


men were sitting on one claim in western 
Oklahoma," fwys Earl W. Mayo in Ains- 
lee's. "They bad been sitting there for 
some months—in fact, even since the 
opening of that particular part of the 
territory. In the rush that had attended 
the opening one man had staked out the 
section. The other had been first at the 
lacd office and filed a claim to the same 
piece of land before attempting to occupy 
it. Thus arose a controversy such as was 
matched by hundreds of other* in differ- 
ent parts of the territory. 


"The two men had intrenched them- 


selves and watched each other with shot- 
gnus in their hands for the first few days. 
Then one hoisted a flag of truce and pro- 
posed a temporary compromise. 
The 


terms of this compromise were that a 
line was to he drawn across the quarter 
section and that each was to keep to MS 
respective side of the line. Each was to 
build himself n temporary shack and put 
in crops' witu the understanding that 
both crops and shacks should revert to 
the legal owner of the section when the 
case came to be decided by the processes 
of the slow going courts of law. The fnct 
that each permitted the other to do this 
was not to prejudice the case of cither 
when it finally came up in court, and it 
was understood that if either one ven- 
tured over the dividing line the other waa 
at liberty to hare recourse to the shot- 
gun. 


"Thus the matter stood for some 


months, and each man kept a sharp eye 
on the shack of his neighbor and left his 
loaded shotgun within easy reach. Then 
one day when the sun beat down with a 
scalding heat that made plowing impossi- 
ble a strong wind blew up, a wind that 
seemed to blow out of the very mouth of 
inferno. 
"Great masses of clouds, swiftly shift- 


ing and changing hue, now black, now 
purple, now greenish yellow, rolled up in 
the southwest. The farmers that had 
come from Kansas and Missouri retired 
to their cellars if they possessed such lux- 
uries, and the tenderfeet got out their 
cameras and prepared to photograph the 
wonderful cloud effects.

They weren't hurt, BO I have my 
team and myself, and there ia a claim here whose 
owner waa blown away and hasn't been heard of, 
to I ha?* taken that I'll stay hei* unless another 
ryclon* come* along. Then you may hear from 
ro* ia Arkanaa* or back in Tennessee. Hoping 
you ire ttiU there, respectfully, 
A. JONES. 


"This is * cycloae story that can be 


rerified, for Smith filed the letter with 
the court in establishing his title to the 
quarter section. For that reason the sto- 
ry is worth repeating, but of course it is 
not one that would attract much atten- 
•ioi out in the cyclone country except 
(bat it is the only case on record where 
(he storm mf *f I &' fnD'*io*vs of judge 
•nd jury.'*

CONGRESSMAN LAWRENCE 


*ILL ASK FOR $3,600,000 


To Make a Beginniug on the Eight 


Million Dollar Improvement of 


Boston Harbor 


One of the most Important matters 


to come before congress,' at least from 
a Massachusetts standpoint! is that of 
a big appropriation for the widening 
of the channel in Boston harbor for 
ocean-going: steamships. 


As was the case when the flght was 


made for the appropriation last year, 
Congressman George P. Lawrence of 
this city will have charge of the bill. 
He is a membf of the river and har- 
bor committee, being urged for the 
place on the committee by prominent 
Bostonians for the express purpose of 
putting him in a position to help that 
city and its cause with the committee. 
Congressman Lawrence expects, how- 
ever, the active support of the entire 
Massachusetts delegation in his fight, 
and especially that of the two congress 
men from Boston. 


Since the fight of last session, the 


question has been discussed by the 
various business organizations and by 
public men generally. 
Even th.- re- 


publican and democratic state con- 
ventions have indorsed the proposition, 
thus giving the movement added 
strength Tj7hen congress assembles next 
month. 


Congressman Lawrence also, expects 


the support of state and municipal 
authorities as well as the encourage- 
ment of such organizations 
as 
the 


Boston Cahmber of Commerce, the 
board of trade and kindred bodies of 
business men. 


The Boston Post has interviewed the 


North Adams congressman on the way 
this matter is to be handled when it 
gets into the house this year, and the 
Post makes him say: 


"During the second session of the 


Fifty-sixth congress the committee on 
rivers and harbors unanimously voted 
to adopt a project providing for. a 
channel 35 feet deep, 1200 feet wide, 
from 
the navy yard 
to 
President 


Roads, and 1500 feet wide from Presi- 
dent Koads to the sea. It was esti- 
mated by vhe war department that the 
cost of the project would be $8,000,000. 
In the bill reported to the house, an1 
expenditure of $3,600,000 was authorized 
for prosecuting the work. The senate 
reduced the authorized' expecditure to 
$2,000,000. As is known, the bill was 
finally talked to death during the clos- 
ing hours of congress. 


"The Fifty-seventh congress meets 


on the first Monday of December, and 
the committee on rivers and harbors 
will at once enter upon the preparation 
of a new river and Jiarbor bill. It is 
not expected that there will be much 
change in the personnel of th commit- 
tee, and I do not anticipate any diffi- 
culty in securing another favorable 
report, the only question in my judg- 
ment being, the amount which will be 
authorized. 


"All over our country the people are 


realizing keenly the benefits which 
will come from generous appropria- 
tions for the improvement of our rivers 
and harbors. 


"If we are to secure the desired ap- 


propriation for Boston harbor, it will 
be necessary for the Massachusetts 
dc-Jegation in congress to do hard work 
It is also important that the press 
throughout the state and our com- 
mercial organizaions should urge en- 
thusiastically and persistently a large 
appropriation for Boston harbor. Our 
claim is certainly just; it is a great 
national project 
which will 
confer 


great national benefits, and is of vital 
importance to Massachusetts that Bos 
ton should remain a port of the first 
class. Today steamers costing $1,000,- 
000, with a cargo costing half as much 
more, go in and out of Boston harbor 
at considerable risk. It is not safe to 
load them to their, limit, and it cannot 
be expected that such great steam- 
ships will continue to be sent to Bos- 
ton harbor unless the projected Im- 
provements are made.. 


"As soon as the committee on rivers 


and harbors meets for the considera- 
tion of the bsll. I shall at once bring 
the matter before the committee and 
urge to the best of my ability prompt 
and favorable action."

His Love For a Steamboat Outdo** 


Hia Regard For a Male. 


"The negro's-irelation to the steamboat 


is peculiar," said an old "steamboat man 
recently, ''and iay expei ieace of twenty- 
five yoars or moie on the Mississippi has 
connnced me that the aogro bas a much 
deeper lore for xhe steamboat than be lias 
for anything pise on earth, except some- 
thing that will satisfy his physical crav- 
ing. 
The negro's devotion to the steam- 


boat is really pathetic. There is a popu- 
lar but erroneous belief that there is a 
strong affinity existing between the negro 
and the mule. The negro likes the mule, 
of course, and he can generally get more 
out of the mule than the white man, and 
I sometimes bsliere the mule looks upon 
the white man as being responsible for 
his place in. nature and the many unhap- 
py burdens he is forced to bear. But, 
getting back to the negro and the steam- 
boat, the black man seems to have almost 
deified the boat. 


"Go down on the levee or go to any 


steamboat landing along the rivers of the 
south and watch the negro when the boat 
arrives. From the very time the whistle 
sounds until the bell clangs to pull in the 
lines he is an abject but happy worshiper 
of the boat. The negro who has abso- 
lutely nothing to do with the boat, who 
has not even the remotest connection 
with the vessel, will delight in doing 
things to help the boat along and to see 
that she maintains her reputation for 
flectness and reliability on the river.' 
They, do these things without any hope 
of reward. They do it just for the satis- 
faction of doing it. 
They do it out of 


pure love for the boat. If the boat hap- 
pens to be a good speeder, she becomes 
the idol of the negroes along the river and 
in the territory where she runs, and rt;al- 
ly the rousters take more pride in the 
fleetness of the boat than the owners and 
would probably fight Quicker if any man 
should be indiscreet enough to cast some 
slight as 
upon the boat's good 


name. 


"I have seen negroes at the way land- 


ings who actually took great pleasure in 
handling the ropes used in holding the 
boat to the landing, and they would work 
like Trojans when it came to hauling the 
line out, or hauling it in, as we say on the 
river. And there is another curious fact 
about the negro and the steamboat. The 
negro wbo works on a steamboat believes 
he is better socially than his less fortu- 
nate brothers who are forced to toil along 
other lines. 
j.here is a sort of black 


steamboat aristocracy, with the black 
man in the highest position in the service 
as a leader of the clan. Man, in his in- 
genuity, may KO on devising steam en- 
gines that tkunder across the land and 
huge and wonderful electric motors and 
automobiles and bicycles and all that sort 
of thing, but thc> steamboat that floats 
up aud down tlic river is the thing for the 
black man."—New Orleans Times-Demo- 
crat.

Every restaurant and hotel proprietor 


realizes the value of a head waiter who 
has not only a large, acquaintance, but is 
able to keep his old friends and make 
new ones. He knows how much such a 
man does toward attracting custom to his 
place, and he is aware of the extent to 
which persons who are going to dine at a 
restaurant alone or with friends will be 
influenced by the knowledge that they 
will find in this restaurant or that some 
man who knows what they want and will 
look after their needs and wishes with 
the isterest that corues from past ac- 
quaintance and a knowledge that a re- 
ward for his interest is certainly forth- 
coming. It is not alone in his treatment 
of the old patron that the head waiter is 
invaluable to his employer. The func- 
tionary of that kind who is polite and 
efficient in other ways soon learns how to 
make friends for the restaurant, and per- 
sons who have onee become accustomed 
to his ministrations and like them, will 
return to the restaurant for the sake of 
having hte particular attention. 


The duties of the head waiter in a 


email hotel or one that has a permanent 
clientele are not nearly so responsible as 
those in places which have a constantly 
changing public. It is iu the latter that 
the capacities of the head waiter are put 
to the greatest test, and as their numbei 
is limited there are always /men enough 
to meet the demand. Generally the wait 
ers in these places hold their employment 


• for a long time. 


The duties of the head1 waiter, who is 


anxious to make friends for himself and 
his place of employment, may be as man- 
ifold almost as he cares to make them. 
They do not end with a polite greeting 
and the selection of a table. They rarely 
begin there. The head waiter in case the 
party to be served is in the nature of a 
dinner party has probably been consulted 
in advance aS to the selection of a table 
if indeed he has not had the entire order- 
ing of the dinner. If the guests happen 
to know the head traiter well, there is 
usually no more for him to do than call 
him up on tSe telephone, tell him the 
number of his guests and the hour they 
are espected to arrive. The rest he will 
leave altogether to the head waiter, pos- 
sibly telling him to be sure and have some 
certain dish OH the table, or to limit the 
price to a certain figure or possibly the 
extent of- the meal, as the party may be 
on the way to the theater and not care to 
linger ofer the dinner. But, as a whole, 
he puts tbe^ortlsring of the dinner into 
the bands of the bead waiter that he has 
confidence in and whom he also knows to 
be familiar with his tastes. It will be 
seen how responsible the position of such 
a man is and how important to the suc- 
cess of a restaurant or hotel an efficient 
head waiter is. 
~* 


There are less extensive operations to 


promote the comfort of his patrons that 
are expected from the head waiter. Thus 
If the guest enters the dining room for 
breakfast with no appetite it is the duty 
of the head waiter to suggest that a cool 
'melon or sliced oranges on ice mayput 
him in a frame of mind to enjoy bis piece 
of crisply fried sole and his coffee. 
One 


head waiter in the men's restaurant of a 
Fifth avenue hotel has made his particu- 
lar reputation by his sympathetic sugges- 
tions at breakfast, and he has a regulai 
following that travel in the direction of 
that hotel when they nre feeling that 
without his advice breakfast might be im- 
possible. He has especially, pleased his 
patrons in this way. but there "is not a 
head waiter hi New York hotels' who does 
not know the value of making his guests 
feel comfortable at breakfast time. 
• 


The duties of the-head waiter in the 


different city restaurants are varied in a 
measure by the rules of the house, al- 
though he is always the one person in 
charge of the rest of the waiters. In one 
or two of the city restaurants all of the 
orders are taken by the head waiter and 
served by'the waiters stationed at the ta- 
ble. 
But that is rare. In the majority of 


places the head waiter takes the orders 
only of those persons who are bis regular 
customers and confines his attention to 
strangers, to seeing that they are seated 
and have a waiter to look after them and 
are not neglected during1 the meal. But it 
is to the regular patron that he will de- 
vote himself most, as it is only from the 
regular guests that the compensations of 
the head waiters come. The casual pa- 
tron of a restaurant never thinks of tip- 
ping a head waiter unless he has looked 
after a large dinner for him. The re- 
wards of the bead waiter come from his 
own clientele, and he is therefore most 
solicitous of them. His rewards are sc 
much larger than when they come from 
the tips of the waiters that he can afford 
to receive them at less frequent intervals. 


The head waiter who is known to cer- 


tain patrons of a restaurant who do not 
give dinners there, but are more or less 
regular diners or come to breakfast and 
are looked after by him, is not likely to 
benefit from his foes to the extent of 
more than $10, given at intervals of every 
six months and in one case at Christmas, 
when the head waiter is the functionary 
in the dining room that is most liberally 
rewarded. It is the number of his clients 
that makes his compensation in the end 
so large and enables him to earn an in- 
come that would in the case of any em- 
ployee be high compensation. The best 
known head waiter in this city is said to 
receive annually about $9,000, although 
less than half of that amount comes from 
the establishment that employs him. The 
rest is made up from his fees. It rarely 
if ever happens in this city that a head 
waiter shares with those under him the 
tip given by a guest who orders a dinner. 
If, for the sake of illustration, a guest 
orders a dinner for six persons that comes 
to $100, he will probably give to the 
head waiter $15 or $20 as his fee. Possi- 
bly he may think that a Certain share of 
that is going to the waiters who served 
the meal, but unless he particularly tells 
the head waiter to give some part of it to 
them they will not receive a cent. The 
head waiter takes it all as his share. He 
does not tip the cbef either unless the 
diner who bands to him a large fee espe- 
cially tells him that a part of the money 
is intended for the cbef. He is supposed 
to attend merely to his business when he 
prepares the best meal that he can.—New 
York Suu,

TROUT TACTICS. 


Game Fellow* Who Kept a Fisher- 


man Busy Moving- Bait. 


One winter long ago I hunted deer and 


fished for salmon trout in and around 
Bonaparte lakes, just north of Herkimei 
county, N. Y., in the Adirondacks, says a 
contributor. I fished, putting down IOC 
hooks through holes in the ice about eight 
rods apart.- These hooks were baited 
with good sized minnows as full of life as 
though at liberty. After the lines had 
been down the first night I took from 
them in the morning twenty-five good, big 
trout Each successive morning I got less 
and less until on the eighth day the num- 
ber of trout taken had diminished to sev- 
en or eight. But every bait was gone 
from every hook as on the first morning 
when I made the big haul. I knew the 
trout had not all been taken from those 
waters, but it was also apparent that I 
eculd not catch any more of them with- 
out removing my tackle, so I cut new 
holes in the ice and moved down about a 
quarter of a mile. There my results were 
«xactly in the same ratio as the first, and 
I had to move again in seven or eight 
days. 


One day I ran a line of hooks in such a 


direction, that one of them came right 
over a rocky bar where there was open 
water. I decided to make an experiment 
with this hook. I fastened the upper end 
of the line to an overhanging piece of 
brush so that nothing could interfere with 
the bait below without making the brush 
wriggle. Then I lay down to watch. Very 
soon the brash began to wriggle in a live- 
ly fashion. Looking down into the water, 
I saw a magnificent trout experimenting 
with the minnow attached to the hook. 
Keeping as close to'the minnow as possi- 
ble, he repeatedly snapped at it very cau- 
tiously, reopening his mouth before he 
had fairly closed it so as to prevent swal- 
lowing anything he did not want. When 
the minnow in its flight had gone as far 
as the line would permit, the trout made 
a forcible snap at the hook. Down to the 
bottom sank the minnow, and down after 
It darted the trout, gobbling it at a 
mouthful, knowing that it was n«w safe 
to do so. 


Well, that was a pretty sharp trick of 


his. and it was just the gamy way of 
doing things under the surface that had 
compelled me to move so frequently. 
How came that trout and every other one 
in the same waters to adopt this identical 
mode of reasoning, conclusions and tac- 
tics except by means of a language which 
informed him exactly what had been the 
disastrous consequences with trout which, 
on the other band, had taken the bait 
without precaution and strategy? Of 
course all the fish, even in the same local- 
ity, were not privileged to see the strug- 
gles and capture of the unfortunate ones, 
but there were few of them that didu't 
know of it, all the same.—Shooting and 
Fishinf.

In bis most successful days John F. 


Cbaiib«Tlir.'s c'sb in Washington had 
thrt-a fct-iid-'ajp, all communicating. They 
had once been residences of the old fash- 
ioned k'na. "When in congress, the late 
Fernando Wood of New York lived in 
one of them. Ex-Governor Swan of Ma- 
ryland lived in another. The cooking at 
Chamberlin's -was always plain, but it 
was the very best imaginable when 
things were going right in the establish- 
ment. It was purely American. 


"No French or German cooking in. 


here," was Chamberlin's constant boast. 
"We can beat them all hollow. With 
sauce, gravy, spices and herbs they serve 
bad jtuff. You cannot do it if you stick 
to the American way of cooking, and I 
will not have any other." 


Chamberlin in his day asked the big- 


gest prices charged in Washington. He 
had a method in it. "Why," he exclaim- 
ed one night, "if I sold two drinks for a 
quarter and beer at 10 cents a bottle it 
would not be a month before every Tom, 
Dick and Harry in this town would be 
dropping into Chamberlin's to meet prom- 
inent people. And, boys, you would not 
come in here if I ran a cheap place." 


Chambcrlin's cooks were negro women 


from Maryland and Virginia. He em- 
ployed five or six of them. In addition to 
what they knew before entering his em- 
ploy he taugh* them many new wrinkles 
in a culinary way. Unless some one can 
get hold of his recipes it is doubtful if 
another such plare will ever be conduct- 
ed in Washington. Many of the recipes 
were secret. Never did mortal man eat 
elsewhere such deviled crabs as were 
served at Chamberlin's. They could bo 
obtained any day in the year. At the av- 
erage place a deviled crab is sold for 10 
or 15 cents. The price .at Chamberlin's 
was invariably 30 cents. During the in- 
ternational mcrlical congress, which was 
held here in 1886, the delegates from Eu: 
rope simply went wild over the crabs 
and other good things served at Gham- 
berlia's. 
They tried to get the recipe, 


but to no purpose, as it was a secret. 


The-plainness of the cooking at Cham- 


berlin's was what really made it so popu- 
lar. Men and women got there a home- 
like service. The supplies came regularly 
from certain localities. For instance, he 
bought turkeys in Rhode Island, declare 
ing that they were the mo&t delicious to 
be found anywhere in the United States. 
They were specially raised for his house 
and cost delivered 35 cents a pound. Jowl 
and spinach was a famous dish at Cham- 
berlin's. The jowls he invariably got from 
Tennessee. 
Good old country sausage 


was furnished-him by people in Mary- 
land not many miles from Washington. 
The so called Blue Point oysters Cham- 
berlin always maintained were a hum- 
bug, 
and he did not allow them in his 


house. 


"Baby oysters are served up for Blue 


Points," he exclaimed, "and I will not 
impose upon the public. Very few real 
Blue Points can be obtained." 


The Lynn Haven bay oysters Cham- 


berlin considered the best flavored, fat- 
test and finest that could be set before a 
guest. He purchased them regularly in 
large quantities from a firm at Norfolk, 
Va. He never permitted a slider or al- 
leged diamond back terrapin to get into 
his kitchen. 


"There is but one real terrapin," he 


used to say. "To call them all diamond 
backs is *ot. You can get diamond 
backs from a dozen states. The Chesa- 
peake terrapin is superior to any other 
found on the earth, and any keeper of a 
public house vfbo would palm off slider, 
or the fresh water terrapin, stewed in a 
loblolly sauce, with veal and goose liver 
added, ought to be sent to the penitentia- 
ry for ten years." 


Mince pie was a delicacy that came 


high at Chamberlin's, but it was the best 
that could be had. That was another se- 
cret recipe. Thanksgiving and Christmas 
It was Mr. Chamberlin's custom and 
pleasure to send t» the president of the 
United States and other friends among 
the prominent men of the capital city 
Rhode Island turkeys and bia noted 
mince pies. He also sent each y«ar to the 
American legation in London a liberal 
supply of good things for the Thanks- 
giving dinner, including turkeys, oysters, 
Kentucky mutton, Smithfield hams and 
ttince pie. 


Chamberlin's place was always run 


wide open night and day and Sundays as 
well. The police did not bother him. The 
lawmakers of the laud who were inclined 
to be gay and sportive frequented his 


place ii. 
mat be knew hd

chatting tvith this group and thai! 


and taking more drinks than any other 
man in the place. 


Chamberlm was a most hospitable man* 


He cared nothing for money. If his in- 
come .had been $1,000,000 a year, hei 
would have spent it all on his friends. 
He knew that in being &o generous and 
convivial he was shortening his life. Thai 
did not, however, trouble him. He would 
get up out of bed after a severe attack of 
rheumatic gout and give a big dinner to 
some prominent man to which he would 
invite the choicest spirits to be found in 
the land. He tried to drink with every- 
body who came in, and that hastened bis 
death. Nothing pleased him more than to 
have a Ihely gathering and sit up until 
broad daylight. 


He was the great attraction of his 


place. Men liked him for his good, honest 
nature, his wit, his fund of anecdote and 
beeause he Attracted to his establishment 
the most successful and entertaining men 
who were in the habit of •visiting Wash- 
ington. Outside of railroad officers of the 
highest standing no one had more passes 
over the leading lines of the country than 
John Chamberlin. He cotild go anywhere 
he pleased without paying a cent. One 
pass issued by the president of a western 
road read, "Pass John F. Chamberlin; 
account, profound piety." 
Chamberlin 


used to show that piece of pasteboard 
•with much glee and would then remark, 
"The beauty about thib ia the thing i» 
true."—New York Sun. 


BRUMMEL'S SNUFFBOX. 


The Breach Between the Bean 


His Royal Patron. 


One of the most touching and in its 


way pathetic incidents in the drama 
"Beau Brummel" is in the last act when 
a poor, broken down dandy hears that his 
old patron and prince is passing through 
Calais. Nerving himself with a great ef- 
fort on his part with his last remaining 
snuffbox, he sends it in the shape of a 
peace offering and token of contrition to 
his former royal friend. 


No bigger sacrifice was possible to the 


actual George Brummel. In the days of 
his prosperity he had no greater fad than 
the collection of all sorts of snuffboxes. 
It amounted,' in fact, almost to a mania, 
and by his sagacity and good taste ha 
possessed at one timi? an unrivaled col- 
lection. During his palmy days of Lon- 
don life there was among his collection 
one box which the regent especially ad- 
mired. 


"Brummel," he said, "this box must be 


mine. Go to Gray's and order any bos 
you like in lieu of it." Brurnmel of course 
assented and at the same time begged 
that the new box might have a mmiaiuits 
of the prince as its chief ornament, to 
\vhich the latter, much pleased, consent- 
ed. The box was ordered, and in its man- 
ufacture Brumrnel took the most activo 
interest, an interest shared by the prince 
himself, who suggested several altera- 
tions and improvements in the design. 


When it was almost completed, tbo 


quarrel took place at Claremont between 
the prince and the beau, which was tha 
primary cause of the latter's ultimate 
downfall. A day or two after its occur- 
rence Brummel went to the jeweler's to> 
inquire aboufethe box and was then told 
that the regent had sent express direc- 
tions that it was not to be delivered. 
Brummel's chagrin and surprise were in 
tense, and it was this somewhat ungen- 
erous act which first induced him to bear 
himself with hostility against the princa 
and by his own acts and foolish words tp 
widen a breach which was to extend for 
years.

Most of the Russian peasants pass a 


great deal of their life in workshops 


, where they work, eat and sleep, the same 


room sheltering a number and probably a 
pig into the bargain. There are few beds.

It is made of wood, 
and at this works the peasant by day 
and on it he sleeps by night, each man at 
his own spot.

He talked; and all 
through his talk he revealed his own 
peculiar characteristics in a charming- 
ly naive manner. But underlying his 
humorous stories and whimsical ex- 
pressions there was an 
earnestness 


and enthusiasm in his work that was 
catching. 


Principal H. H. Gadsby of Drury In- 


troduced Mr. Riis, referring briefly to 
•what he had been through and accom- 
plished, and speaking in higfl terms of 
his indomitable courage. Mr. Biis be- 
gan by saying that although he had 
never been in North Adams before he 
had a neighborly feeling for the peo- 
ple here because the new mayor of his 
own city had a share in building up 
the city charter under 
which they 


seemed to live so prosperously. 


Going on to his subject, "The bat- 


tle with the slums," he ^aid that the 
beginning of the end of the battle was 
last Tuesday, when Tammany 
was 


laid by the heels in New Tork. The 
election in New York meant more than 
the election of one man. But he didn't 
come up here to make a stump speech. 
The battle is the old battle of good 
against evil. The evil of the-slum is 
that it wrecks the home, and by 
wrecking the home wrecks character. 
So the battle was a fight for the 
home, and the progress of that fight 
could best be told by a series of pic- 
tures which he had collected during 
his experience as a police reporter in 
the "East Side," and since. 


And then followed an hour and a 


half of photographs, with a continuous 
stream of vivacious comment upon 
them and stories about them. 


Beginning at the beginning the first 


pictures thrown upon the screen were 
views of the famous Five Points when 
that locality had its worst reputation, 
showing the ramshackle frame build- 


j ings, the "dens of death." And then 


Mr. Riis told the story of the Five 
Points mission and 'its wonderful ef- 
fect, "When gospel and sunlight en- 
ter," he said, "the slum gets out the 
back door." 


The next few pictures showed the de- 


velopment of the tenement house evil, 
and the scenes of crowded squalidness 
spoke for themselves. "The worst part 
of it is," said Mr. Riis, "the people are 
happy. That's the hardest thing we 
have to contend with. But there is 
such a thing as a> model tenement 


j house and it pays. too. But the«land- 
: lords would rather make 25 per cent on 
i an 
investment and lose their souls 


than take 7 per cent and save them. 


i We are trying to make them take the 
j 7 per cent and save their souls for 


them." 


Mr. Riis then took up the child-life 


in the slums, and showed little glimp- 


j sea of it in all its discouraging and 
i encouraging phases. What the little 
[ ones needed above all else, he said was 


a place to play in, and it was one of 
the good works already begun to pro- 
vide such places. Photographs of the 
public play grounds in some of the 
most crowded tenement sections il- 
lustrated this. The children grow up 
unnaturally because their natural ten- 
dencies are checked. Colonel Waring 
\ provided play grounds in a way, by 
1 cleaning the streets, he deserves all 
j honor for that and other good works. 


Mr. Riis went on to say that the 


i great mass of citizens must be made 
I out of the children in the slums, and to 


j develop good citizens we must educate 


them. 
The ring of education must 


smash the Tammany ring. He then 
expressed a great deal of pleasure at 
a visit he paid the evening schools in 
this city before the lecture, and closed 
his talk by saying that he was glad 
to see that North Adams had the right 
idea. 
Afternoon Lecture to school Children 


In the afternoon Mr. Riis told stories 


to the little boys and little girls of the 
city, or at least a very fair represen- 
tation of them. In a delightfully in- 
formal manner he told the stories, too, 
taking the children right into his con- 
fidence, and the stortes flhiemsetyes 
just seemed to tumble out on each 
other's h?els almost faster than he 
could tell them. His subject was "A 
true American," and tf course almost 
all the stories had a moral showing 
some truly American characteristic, 
and bringing the idea that birth and 
religion were«pure matters of accident, 
and if a person only lived up to the 
American ideal, in some respsct he 
was an American. After illustrating 
his point with incidents about some 
of his mere obscure friends, Mr. Riis 
spoke of two examples of th£ highest 
type of true Americanism, Col. War- 
ing and Theodore Roosevelt. And then 
lie told the children stories about these 
two men, showing their characteris- 
tics and what they accomplished. War- 
ing was always just where he was 
needed most. 
Roosevelt was "good 


from way back," as the speaker put it. 
He dwelt on strength of character a,nd 
strength of purpose above all things, 
as Roosevelt aid, "The only man who 
never makes mistakes is the man who 
never does anything." 
Character is 


the thing. 
Be, like Roosevelt and 


Waring, genuine 
and 
faithful, and 


you can twist the world to suit your- 
self. In closing Mr. Riis urged the 
children to begin to be genuine now. 


Leading Candidate Changes His Mind,

"Dr. Edward Herrick Griffin, profes- 


sor of the history of philosophy and 
dean of the faculty of Johns Hopkins 
university, would accept the presiden- 
cy of Williams college, if elected. He 
says that several months ago he had 
been informed that his nnme had been 
proposed for the presidency, but he 
then declined the honor. He would 
now permit his name to remain before 
the trustees. Although he would ac- 
cept the presidency if sufficient in- 
ducements were offered, he is reluc- 
tant to leave Johns Hopkins univer- 
sity." 


Dr. Griffin received five of the 14 


votes cast for president at the recent 
meeting of the trustees of the college 
in New York, being the leading candi- 
date.

It is becoming more and more cer- 


tain every day that the selection as 
the first bishop of western Massachu- 
setts, whether elected at the primary 
convention the 19th or at a later gath- 
ering of the representatives of the new 
diocese, -will be Rev. Dr. David H. 
Greer of New York. It is said that 
the 
Berkshire and Worcester sec- 


tions are already united on him and 
the Connecticut valley sentiment for 
Rev. J. C. Brooks', Of Soringfieid is giv- 
ing way 
before the increase of the 


Greer setniment. 


Rev. Dr. Greer is one of the ablest 


men in the Episcopal church, both as 
a preacher and an organizer. In New 
York city ne has 'done really remark- 
able work. He won the support of 
some of the wealthiest people in the 
city and induced them to contribute 
most liberally. The income 
of 
his 


parish is very large, and its mission 
•work is most extensive. 


It will be interesting to know at 


this time that Dr. Greer was once 
elected bishop of Rhode Island, but de- 
clined to accept. He was also wanted 
by the 
Massachusetts diocese as a 


successor to Bishop Brooks, but po- 
sitively declined to all'ow the use of 
his name. 


At that time his Swork was such in 


New York that he could not leave it, 
but he has now built up the parish 
there until he thinks he can turn it 
over to another and accept a place 
thaft will take him into the country 
more. So he has consented t'o allow 
the 
use of his n'ame and acd'pt if 


elected. 


It should be stated, however, that 


there is no truth in the story that Dr. 
Greer, if he accepts the bishopric with 
a salary of $5000 will have the balance 
between that and his present $10,000 
made good by private parties. If he 
comes to Western Massachusetts he 
will do so at the salary the diocese es- 
tablishes. 


The movement for Dr. Greer originat 


ed with' som-e of the Berkshire clergy. 
It was not thought that his consent 
could be secured, but it was, and the 
news of this was enough to practically 
assure his election. 


Bishop Potter of New York gives 


splendid 
indorsement of the work of 


Dr. Greer. He says he does not see 
how they can spare him in New York, 
but 15 yearsi of work for the new dio- 
cese would be worth he thinks, as 
much as half a. century of eflort by 
most men. 


In speaking of the work In the new 


diocese, Dr Greer is reported to have 
become enthusiastic over the mis- 
sionary possibilities and said that he 
would like nothing better than to get 
out for a week of work in some hill 
town. 


The Coming Convention 


The important questions, besides the 


election of the bishop, to be settled at 
the coming convention, 'are the choice 
of a standing committee and of the 
trustees of the Episcopal fund. 


Bach church in the diocese is en- 


titled to send thrpp delegates. Bach 
clergyman who has presided over a 
church for a year is entitled to a» vote 
in "the convention. In voting the par- 
ishes must vote as a whole and be 
counted as one vote. Hence the three 
delegates of a 
parish must decide 


among themselves whom they prefer 
for bishop and settle other ques- 
tions among themselves before th«y 
vote. 


The business of the convention will 


be largely the election of the trustees 
of 
the diocesan fund, the standing 


committee and the bishop. The meet- 
ing will elect an ecclesiastical board 
who will have charga of the diocese 
until the bish'op is ordained and then 
they will act as the bishop's council. 


On the question of electing a bishop 


at the primary 
convention, 
Bishop 


Laurence said in a letter read in the 
churches Sunday: 


"The primary convention of the dio- 


cese is of course th? final judge as t'o 
whether the convention will elect a 
bishop. My own opinion is that, under 
the contitution and canons and the call 
for the meeting, it is the duty of the 
convention to organize, adopt a consti- 
tution and elect officers and a bishop." 


Another subject touched upon in the 


bishop's letter that will be of inter- 
est is the following: 


"Delegates to the primary conven- 


tion must be newly elected, and as the 
delegates are from the parish, they 
must be elected by the parish at a reg- 
ularly cajled meeting, unless the, ves- 
try is authorized by the constitution or 
by the action of the parish to elect 
delegates. The convention itself js the 
final judge of the qualifications of its 
members, but that no question may 
arise I advise" the parishes to fulfill the 
conditions that I have mentioned. AS 
the constitution of most parlslies re- 
quires a week's notice of the parish 
meeting , I advise you (unless a parish 
meeting has already been called) to 
confer with your wardens immediately 
upon the subject."
